GARBAGE IS NOT SOMETHING
we want to think about

daily, but since 1960, the
amount of waste generated in
America has nearly tripled,
according to Keep America
Beautiful. In 2003, containers
and packing materials com-
prised the largest segment of
all U.S. municipal solid waste
at 32 percent (2005 EPA data).  

Recycling helps reduce the
amount of solid waste and
helps create the products we
all use every day. About 80
percent of what Americans
throw away is recyclable, yet
we only recycle about 28 per-
cent of what we could. Every
month Americans throw out
enough glass to fill up a giant
skyscraper, and if all our

newspapers were recycled,
we could save about 250 mil-
lion trees a year.

The biggest treasures in the
recyclables here in Deltona
are scholarship dollars. That’s
correct, the proceeds from
our recyclables are used to
sponsor the City’s
Scholarship Program. 2008
was the first year for the pro-
gram and the Commission
award $50,000 in scholarship
monies to 28 Deltona resi-
dents seeking to pursue a
higher education degree at a
Florida college or university.
Remember to keep recycling,
as there is treasure in the
trash, and it helps foster the
education of our residents.

Deltona Parks & Recreation has several big events

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THE DELTONA REGIONAL LIBRARY HAS CLOSED FOR APROXI-
mately one year to accommodate an $11.7 million

expansion project that will double the library’s size and
add an environmental learning center and an outdoor
amphitheater. 

Construction costs are estimated at $8.8 million with
another $2.9 million designated for architectural fees,
relocation
expenses,
furniture, fix-
tures,
equipment
and artwork.
The Deltona
City
Commission
has contributed $2 million toward the amphitheater proj-
ect and will pay $250,000 a year for 10 years to help with
maintenance and operating costs. 

The library is Volusia County’s busiest library,
accounting for 16 percent of all county library transac-
tions. Last year, Deltona patrons checked out more than
580,000 items and accounted for 1.9 million transactions.

During the one-year closure, staff will provide limited
library services in two modular units and a bookmobile
on Daytona Beach College’s Deltona campus next to City
Hall. The modular units will have public access comput-
ers and adult and teen materials available for check-out.
They will be open from 9:30 a.m. to 7:30 p.m. Monday
through Thursday, and from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m. Friday. 

The expansion project will double the library’s size
from 25,000 to 50,000 square feet. The computer area,
auditorium and children’s sections will be enlarged, and
a new teen area will be built. Also in the plans is a two-

room meeting suite that can be accessed by community
groups after hours. 

A 4,000-square-foot environmental learning center will
be part of the library complex. The center is being devel-
oped to encourage discovery and exploration of Volusia
County’s ecosystems and Lyonia Preserve and to foster
community involvement in conservation efforts. Staff

will provide
field, class-
room and
laboratory
environ-
mental
experiences. 

The envi-
ronmental

learning center will include two classrooms, exhibition
space, a visiting scientist’s workroom, and a coffee and
gift shop.  

The library expansion and environmental learning
center will be “green.” The County will apply for
Leadership in Energy and Environmental Design (LEED)
certification from the U.S. Green Building Council to cer-
tify the building is environmentally responsible and a
healthy place to work. Additionally, the landscaping will
incorporate Florida native plants that thrive in local con-
ditions and require less maintenance and no
supplemental irrigation once established. 

A 1,000-seat outdoor amphitheater will be constructed
next to the library for community gatherings and educa-
tional instruction. 

The entire complex – including the expanded library,
environmental learning center and amphitheater – is
expected to open in June 2009.

ON JUNE 2, THE DELTONA CITY
Commission approved new

codes for vehicle parking.
Residents are permitted to

park on their driveway or an
approved driveway extension.

Residents can park a maxi-
mum of two vehicles in their rear
or side yards.

They are also permitted to
park in the City’s right-of-way,
headed in the direction of traffic
for a maximum of two days in a
seven day period.

All parked vehicles must have

to be operable and have a current
and valid license plate attached
to the vehicle or else be com-
pletely enclosed in a garage.

Boats, recreational vehicles
and trailers must be parked in
the side or rear yard. However,
residents may temporarily park
them on their driveways for a
maximum of two days in a seven
day period for trip preparation,
loading, unloading and cleanup.

are allowed to water on
Thursdays and Sundays.

• Residents who live at
odd-numbered addresses
are allowed to water on
Wednesdays and Saturdays.

• Watering is permitted
between the hours of 4 a.m.

and 8 a.m. Residents are
allowed to water with both
manual and automatic sys-
tems.

• Private washing of vehi-
cles, etc. may be done only
during the above hours and
days.

These restrictions apply to
all water sources including
private wells, city water and
lakes.

unveiling of major improvements to two existing
parks.

Tom Hoffman Park, an environmentally pas-
sive park featuring a butterfly garden, nature
walk and playground is now open at 1571
Whipple Drive.

Campbell Park which is located along beauti-
ful Lake McGarity (1315 Briarwood Ave.) now
features a U.S. Tennis Association approved ten-
nis court, a boardwalk along the lake, floating
docks, a two story overlook that is ADA compli-

ant, picnic pavilions, playground, a walking trail
and a gazebo.
